Sergeant Ellison, who 
was rescued, died July 8. Cross died last 
January. Christiansen, Lvnn, Rice, Lock- 
wood, Jewell, and Edwards in April; Ellis 
Ralston, Whistler, and Israel in 
May; Kislingbury, Bailer, Henry, 
Bender, I'av-y, Gardner and Schroder in 
June. We abandoned Fort Conger August 
l», and were frozen in a pack otT Victoria 
Head on August 31; abandoned the steamer 
Launch on .September 11, eleven niiles north- 
west of Cocked Hat Island. When on the 
point of landing we were three times driven 
by southwest storms in Kane Sea. We 
Anally landed, September 21t, on Baird Inlet. 
Learning by scouting parties of the Froteus 
disaster that no provisions hail been left 
for us from Cape Isabella to Ca|ie Sabine, we 

Camp Clay, half way between Cape Sabine 
and Cocked Hat Island. An inventory 
showed that daily rations of four and one- 
third ounces of meat, seven ounces of bread 
md dog biscuits, and four ounces miscella- 
neous, the party would have ten days fidl 
rations left for crossing Smith's Sound to 
Littleton Island on March 1. Unfortunately, 
Smith's Sound remained open the entire win- 
ter, rendering crossing improbable. Game 
failed despite our daily hunting from early 
in February. Be fore the sun returned only 
live hundred pounds of meat had been 
obtained. This, together with minute 
ihriinps, seaweed, sassafras, rock lichens and 
sealskin, were resorted to for food, with re- 
sults as shown by the number of survivors.
